THE TELEGRAPHERS’ STRIKE. 


The Situation in San Francisco. 

San Francisco, July 27.—The posi- 
tion in respect to the telegraphers’ 
strike indicates this evening the further 
strength of the company. Superinten- 
dent Jaynes to- day received a dispatch 
from the East, asking him if in his 
division affairs were such as would 
permit him to remove the card, ‘* Mes- 


sages taken subject to delay,’’ ete. He 
replied that they were, and immediately 
ordered them down, so at present the 
position of thé company to thé public is. 
the same as before the strike. 

Private dispatches have been received 
from the East, announcing that several 
operators at different points have’ 
weakened and returned to work. The 
news has produced a bad impression on 
the striking operators in this city, they 
fearing that this action of these men 
‘may influence others, and their strike 
result to them in ‘disastrous defeat. 
Later on Superintendent Jaynes said 
the company proposed to take notice of 
the fact that certain employés had 
stood by it, and he had received orders 
to rearrange his pay-rolls. Arrange- 
ments had been made to reduce the tar- 
iff August Ist, but such action would 
be delayed. Among the proposed re- 
ductions was one on Portland business 
to 75 cents. 

The coopers’ strike in this city has 
ended in an adjustment of the differ- 
ences between the employers and the 
strikers. 

Action vf the New York Produce 
Exchange. 

New York, July 27.—At a large meet- 
ing of the Produce Exchange to-day, a 
proposition was submitted to appoirt a 


committee to enforce better telegraphic 
service, and to inquire into some mode 
by which the existing difficulty between 
the telegraph companies and their em- 
ployees could be adjusted. Proposiitions 
looking to arbitration were tabled, and 
& motion of sympathy with the strikers 
was ruled out of order. 

At New York Headquarters. 
New Yors, July 27.—The situation 
at the Western Union office is reported 
to be steadily inproving and when the 
men began this morning business to all 
important points was clear and the wires, 


working iu good order... Way 
business _is also about clear. 
Four additional city offices were 


opened to-day, making forty-eight in 
all now in operation. There is no in- 
dication on the part of the company to 
yield in the slightest degree. Plans 
are rapidly being pushed forward for 
the oranization of the new co-operative 
telegraph company contemplated by the 
brotherhood. At the office of the 
American Rapid Company to-day 1t was 
said a large amount of business was be- 
ing done,

The case of supposed cholera reported 
from Wales was received at Slanfyline 
and resulted in death twenty-four hours 
after the victim was taken. Another 


case, supposed to have been cholera, 


happened at Kensington a few days 
ago. ‘he victim, who was a drunkard, 
died two hours after he was taken ill. 
The officer of the local government 
Board of Health did not believe that 
these isolated cases meant an ou.break 
of Asiatic cholera,) Several deaths have 
occurred from disease at London 
weekly at this season of the year, which 
are classified as cholera, but which are 
difficult to distinguish from aggravated 
diarrhoea. There have been several 
bundred cases of the latter disease 
weekly this summer, which is in excess 
of the average.

PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—The quaran- 
tine physician to-day reported to the 
Board of Health that Patrick Kelley, a 


seaman of the brig Julia Blake, died of 
yellow fever last night at the hospital at 
the Lazaretto station, to which place he 
had been removed from the vessel. The 
brig is detained at quarantine and will 
be thoroughly fumigated and the cargo 
removed before being permitted to pass 
up the river.

charged $30 or $40 for the same jour- 
ney; whereas the American: citizen 
watks on board the train without 
any help and it takes three or four 
men to help the heavy bales on and 
off the cars. Moreover, the citizen 
spends money along the line at railway 
hotels, etc., and he ought to be favored 
and charge -d even less than the bales— 
not ten times as much.

THE DEAD ZULU KING. 


Singular Career of Cetewayo, the 
Seuth African Monarch. 


of whose death is confirmed, has cut 
so large a figure in the annals of the 
last six years that his death is note- 
worthy. He never showed to so much 
advantage as in captivity, but the 
confinement broke his ‘spirit and 
ruined his influence over his people, 
so that his death is probably a relief 
to those who are engaged in making a 
compromise with the native tribes of 
South Africa. Cetewayo came of good 
stock, being the son of Pande and 
nephew of Chaka, called the Zulu 
Napoleon, who organized the nation 


and made it formidable. As a boy 
Chaka had listened to the exploits of 
Bonaparte recounted by some sbip- 


had conceived the idea, which later he 
carried vut, of creating a powerful 
army and conquering all Southern 
Africa. He formed his army into 


gave each a distinguishing uniform and 


|armed them with heavy shields and a 
short stabbing assegai—the Roman 


shield and pilum Over again—having 
proved its superiority over the long 
light darts which had been used before 


his time. The revolution in Afr‘can 
warfare was as great as was 
wrought in Europe’ by the 
introduction of gunpowder or 


the needle-gun. .Tribe after tribe was 
the Zulu nation, till sixty peoples 
owned his sway and he had an old 
guard 12,000 or 15,000 strong, always 
prepared on a moment's notice to “eat 
up” any contumacious enemy. He 
was murdered in 1828 by his two 
brothers. They in turn quarreled and 
fought a duel for the throne. The 
successful one in 1840 was killed by 
another brother, Panda, the father of 
Cetewayo. He reigned in peace un- 
til 1872, established friendly relations 
with the Dutch and English and lett 
the throne to Cetewayo. 

The first trouble with Cetewayo was 
in October, 1876, when the English 
Governor of Natal sent a remon- 
strance against the execution of some 
of his subjects who had refused to 
obey the marriage laws. The Zulu 
King returned a haughty reply. 
“Why,” says he, ‘does the Governor of 
Natal speak to me about my laws? 
Do I go to Natal and dictate to him 
about his?” The refusal to pernit 
him to go through the ceremony of 
“washing his spears”—the first act of 
a Zulu King on coming to the throne 
and a very natural one for a military 
potentate desirous of keeping the 
people around in due terror—tended 
to increase his ill-feeling toward Eng- 
land, and finally he was bullied into 
the war in which his powers were 
broken and his throne lost. 

The war is memorable, because it 
demonstrated the power of a native 
tribe and for the death of the Prince 
Imperial. In August, 1879, his forces 
were scattered, and he was run down 
‘and captured by a squad of cavalry 
under Major Martes. When the kraal 
in which the fugitive was hiding 
was surrounded and he was vr- 
dered to come out, he refused, saying: 
you come in tome.’ But the 
British officer forced the King to come 
out. The bearing of Cetewayo then 
and thereafter was always dignified. 
On the 15th of September Cetewayo 
was taken to Cape Town, with two of 
his twenty-three wives, two of his 
concubines, his daughter and four 
male followers, apartments for their 
detention being fitted up in one of the 
bastions of the Castle barracks. When 
driven through the city, followed by 
& large crowd, he asked the inter- 
preter why the people were cheering, 
and when told it was for him, he said 
they cheered hecause lion 
is caught.”

“Serve them right!” he said. He was 
quite interested in seeing the trains 
run by the station and sfiouted and 
laughed at them.

It was while engaged in 
subduing some of the rebellious Zulu 
tribes that .Cetewayo contracted the 
illness which ended in his death. 
Cetewayo left a son and heir, an in 
telligent lad of 16, who will probably 
be invested with the meager honors of 
the throne of Zululand. |
